Some Exciting Scenes in Fire 
Alarm Headquarters at 
the Court-House. 


Supt. Hilgendorf and His Men Risk 
Their Lives to Save the 
Instruments. 


An Electric Light Wire Crosses a Fire- 
Alarm Circuit During Tuesday’s Rain 
storm and Plays Havoc With the Office— 
Property Worth at Least $7,500 Saved 
by the Coolness of the Operators—The 
Trouble Located at Seventh and Morgan 
Streets—A Lineman’s Lively Experience 
With a Charged Telegraph Pole—Danger 
of Poles and Overhead Wires in Rainy 
Weather—A Green Fireman in an Amus- 
ing Predicament—A Few of the Many 
Beauties of Overhead Electric Wires.

Chief Operator Silas 
Benedictand Assistant Schmidt rose from their

The small and most costly clock was par- 
tially destroyed by asimilar accident over a 
ar ago and was in operation only a week be- 
ore Tuesday.

men atEngine Co. No. 4, Twenty-third and 
Wash streets. No.4 circuit covers the gongs 
and bells inthe towers at Nos. 4, 17, 27 and 28 
engine - houses, the Cable Western power- 
house andthe Third District Sub-station. In 
allot these places are large gongs made up 
with magnets as thick as a man's arm. Every 
one of these magnets or coils of wire were 
meited into a lump of metal.

AND CANADIAN RAILROADS. 


The Pacific and Santa Fe Lines Included in 


the Projectors—English Capitalists In- 
terested—The Louisville & Nashville Dix: 
idend— The K. C., F. 8. & G. Machine

--HartrorpD, Conn., July 18.—The text fora 
bill which is to be introduced at the opening 
session of Congress in December, Involving 
the most gigantic scheme fer railroad oog - 
solidation ever candidly discussed in this 
country, is now being put into type in this 
city, anda Chicago firm is engaged in pub- 
lishing the maps illustrating the consolidation 
of railway lines and the tracts of country 
which are to supply tne proposed system with 
business. The fundamental idea is to make 
Boston the metropolis of the continent. 
While the Interstate Commission and the 
business men of New England are dis- 
cussing the problems to de solved on. 
account of the low freight rates enforced 


on the Canadian Pacific road, the consolida- 
tionists are consummating plans for the ab- 
sorption of the Canadian rival with the Amer- 
jean system and the establishment of the 

reatest railroad power in the world. The 
Villard system is the only one not embraced 
in the conception. The Union and Northern 
Pacific roads and the Canadian Pacific are the 
ones to be consolidated. The system extend- 
ing from Santa Fe through the Southwestern 
States, thence by way of the Pennsylvania 
coal regions and across the Hudson River et 
Poughkeepsie, taking in the Hartford & 
Connecticut Western line, with the new road 
from Tariffville to nf Uy pat is also consol- 
idated in the unparalieled scheme for consoli- 
dation. From Boston the originators of the 
plan propose to run a steamship line to 
Europe, furnishing the amplest accommoda- 
tion for freignt or passenger traffic from the 
Pacific slope to the largest ports on the Euro- 
pean continent. 

The details of the bill can not be ascertained 
at present, but its projectors state that mem- 
bers of the Senate are familiar with the scheme 
and are enthusiastic for itsjprosecution. The 
capitalization to be asked for will not be less 
than $700,000,000. Inthe main the consolida- 
tion will secure the through lines by pur- 
chase or lease, English capitalists will join 
hands in the enterprise, effecting a Commer- 
cial Union at present and ultimately a politi- 
cal one with the Canadian’ Territory. 
American capitalists will be interested 
equally with the English in deyelop- 
ing the continent. The consolidation 
also contemplates the ownership of a new 
ocean cable joining Boston with the German 
Empire. Utopian as the plans may seem at 
first, they have been skillfully formulated and 
will have to be discussed by an intelligent 
public within the next four months, The sum 
of $75,000 has been expended in procuring 
surveys for the maps, which Rand, McNally & 
Co. are publishing for the originators of the 
consolidation. Several of the sueveys were 
begun in 1888 and the plans which are now 
about to be disclosed have been under consid- 
eration since then.

The. Jury in the Case of Kirkwood Against 
Mrs. Cairns Discharged— Another Trial. 


When the jury in the case of the Town of 
Kirkwood vs. Mrs. Anna Sneed Cairns met 
last evening to decide whether a sewer pipe 
from Mrs. Cairns’ school to the roadway was 
or was not @ nuisance they found they 
were as far from agreement as when 
the went to their homes at 4 
o’clock yesterday morning after an all- 
night trial. They reported this disagreement 
to the Recorder, before whom the case is 
being tried and he discharged them. The 
case will be again tried Friday night, beginn- 
ing at5o’clock. It is necessary to try these 
causes at night as most of the residents of Kirk- 
wood bave business in St. Louis during the 
day that would prevent them serving as jurors 
or appearing as witnesses. 

The case of Kirkwood vs. Cairns recalls 
another celebrated case, Kirkwood vs. 
Autenreith, which passed through the hands 
of three Town Recorders, was tried on change 
of venue in St. Charles County, went to the 
Court of Appeals and ended after ten years of 
litigation in the abolition of public saloons in 
the town of Kirkwood. The entire cost, 
which the town had to bear as the result of 
its victory was somewhere between $1,500 
and $2,000. There was, however, some 
compensation to the defendant, George 
Autenreith, for pending the litigation there 
was a seperation between the county and city, 
the county seat was fixed at Clayton to which 
Autenreith promptly moved, and he is there 
to-day, a wealthy and prosperous saloon- 
keeper. Since the death of Bob Allen, though 
in impaired health, he is the acknowledged 
leader of the Republican party in St. Louis | 
County. 

There is rather a contrast than a parallel be- 
tween the case agalnst Autenreith and the case 
against Mrs. Cairns, for though by a singular 
coincidence many of the persons who were in 
the former case are now in the latter, yet 
inthe whirligig of time they have changed 
places as litigants and counsel. Twelve years 
ago Mrs. Cairns, then Miss Anna Sneed, but 
then as now an ardent advocate of Prohi- 
bition, led the town forces in the fight against 
Autenreith and his saloon, and in that fight 
Mason G. Smith of St. Louis, who then ap- 
peared as the attorney for the town, now ap- 
pears as her attorney against the town. 
Jacobi and Bodley were then the Recorder and 
attorney, as they are now, though each in the 
meantime has had successors. Then Zach 
Mitchell was the attorney for Autenreith and 
fought the case through all the courts, and 
now though atill against the town he has Mrs. 
Cairns for a client, instead of as then a bitter 
and uncompromising advergary. In the old 
case Bennett was employed by the Town Board 
as a detective to make cases against 
Autenreith, which he did successfully in sev- 
enty or eighty instances, and now he is the 
Town Marshal ata salary of $75a month, be- 
sides getting fees in prosecutions and con- 
vietions, having won the office of Marshal 
over popular competitors as a reward for his 
services in the Autenreith case. The pro- 
nounced character of all the parties engaged 
in the nuisance case, the stubbornness and 
tenacity with which they cling to their p si- 
tions and views, makes it certain thatthe 
present result cannot ossibly end the battle; 
that in one shape or another, and year atter 
year the case will come up, and unless 
an amicable arrangementcan be reached, it 
will be even longer lived than the Autenreith 
case, and perhaps another generation willtaks 
part in the case of Kirkwood vs. Cairns.

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THE PROPOSED LABOR ALLIANCE, 


Spinners Opposed to the Scheme—The 


Brazil Miners. 


FALL RIveEr, Mass., July 18.—Secretary How- 
ard of the Spinners’ Union was interviewed 
this forenoon in regard to the proposed alli- 
ance ofail the great labor organizations of 
the country, as suggested by the recently 
issued circular of Powderly and others. 
Mr. Howard said that he had little 
faith in the feasibility of the proposed 
Orgauization ag the interests which it was 
proposed to benefit were of too widely diver- 
gent characters to reap the same intelligent 
and prompt remedial measures as might be 
expected from a less complicated and cumber- 
some body. The textile workers of New 
England, Mr. Howard felt satisfied, would 
not look favorably upon the proposed 


amalgamation as they were satisfied that a 
more direct end profitable method of settiing 
wage disputes and pbsalning redress for 
grievances was through the medium of orzgan- 
izations representing solely the branch of in- 
dustry in which they were engaged. 

The Knights of Labor, said Mr. Howard, 
‘fare practically dead in New England and I 
do not believe their former power can be re- 
stored. ‘Their management, or worse, of the 
recent strike of the Worcester shoemakers, 
destroyed all hope of their future usefulness. 
This latest movement isa scheme on the part 
of some of the labor leaders to recoup 
their fallen fortunes and recover the pres- 
tige which they held informer days. The 
movement may meet with success in the West 
and South, and although I express simply my 
own opinion, I have little hesitancy in saying 
that the mill operatives will not look favor- 
ably upon the plan. The ogpenees of the Ex. 
ecutive Department of the Knights of Labor 
was a great drawback. The same objection 
would apply to the proposed amalgamation 
and the delays incidental to the adjustment of 
union matters would also serve to make it un- 
popular.

The great leckout this spring, in 
which the heavers stood out for 50 and were 
offered 40 cents per hour, was lost by the 
strikers, but they have watched their opper- 
tunity. They saw thatall the surplus labor 
was employed, and with a fleet of coal vessels 
at the dock, victory seemed sure. From the 
Lehigh the strikers passed to other docks, and 
in all gases induced men to quit. The strike 
will no doubt be the most serious ever inaug- 
urated at the head of the lake.

BRAZIL, Ind., July 18.—The Exeoutive Com- 
mittee of the striking block coal miners has 
determined to submit the question of differ- 
ence with the operators toa gecret ballot of 
the miners to be taken at the various mines 
to-day.

The St. Louis in- 
crease is attributed by our best informed 
business men partly to activity in real 
estate transactions, but mainly to the 
very perceptible growth in manufacturing 
and general business.

an inguiry into the cause of the beavy in- 
crease of the clearings in St. Louis, he said: 
There are a number of causes to which the 
increase inay be attributed, but the principal 
ones, I think, are the heavy investments here 
by Eastern syndicates and the interest that 
has been taken of late in St. Louis real estate 
by trust and insurance companies. The gas 
deal involved $10,000,000 and several of the 
streetcar lines have been sold outright and paid 
for. The trust companies and insurance com- 
panies have been lending money on St. Louis 
reai estate much more freely than they did 
some time ago, because they have found that 
real estate in St. Louis issafer than in Chicago 
or Kansas City. Suppose a trust company 
makes a loan equal to two-thirds the value of 
the property, that margin of one-third is less 
apt to shrink in St. Louis than in either Kan- 
sas City or Chicago, because in St. uis the 
price of property is nearer its real value than 
in either ofthe other places. A eheek for 
$300,000, a loan made by a trust company on 
some St. Louis property, will go through the 
Clearing- house to day. The aétivity of buiild- 
ing is another thing that has increased the 
clearings, Jou see, when a building is 
put up the owner pays the contractor with a 
check. The contractor gives the sub-con- 
tractor checks. The sub-contractor gives his 
men money, but then it goes to the groeer and 
storekeeper, who deposits it in bank and 
checks it aut when he wants it again. Buiid- 
ing brings activity, and there has been a great 
deal of Building in St. Louis lateivy. Another 
cause that misht be spoken of is the whest 
trade. I think we are sure to have the heavyi- 
est recejpis this year that we have ever bad. 
We receive numbers of letters every day from 
banks through the country that want money 
to lend the farmers. The wheat trade in St. 
Louis has grown while that of Chicago has 
declined, because a good deal of the 
business that Chicago used to do is 
now done by Duluth and other cities. 
But aside from this, there has been a very 
decided improvement in the general business 
ofthe city. Iknow of one large retail house 
which bas recently moved from one street to 
another, that has done more business snd 
made more money this year than ever before. 
Money has circulated more freely and trade in 
every line has been more brisk. The city is 
in a much better condition to-day than it bas 
ever been, and the rapidity of its growth ig 
increasing. ’’ 

MR. JAMES B. TRUE, 
cashier of the Laelede Bank sald, The in- 
crease in the clearings is due to the large in- 
vestments recently made in gas and street 
railroad property in this eity, but behind 
all that the healthy growth ofthe city’s bust - 
ness is really the cause of the inerease of the 
clearings. St. Louis merehants are doing 
better than they have since the big panic and 
they are in a betterand more independent 
financial condition. The activity of business, 
of course, means free circulation of money 
and consequently large clearings.’’ 


MR. CHARLES W. BALLEN. 

Cashier of the Continental Bank, 6180 said 
that the recent large transactions in gas and 
street railroad stocks played an important 

art in the increuse of the clearings. ‘‘But,’’ 

e added, ‘‘there are other causes, too, that 
are more re Tos One of them 18 that the 
business of St. Louis is more substantial than 
it used to be. The banks are stronxer, and 
the mercantile houses are more firmly estab- 
lished. Money ts plentiful and cheap. The 
increase of the capital stock of this bank from 
$200,000 to $2,000,000, and the consequent in- 
crease in deposits hag had something to do 
with increasing the clearings. I think that 
the iporonse may be attributed to a natural 
and healthy growth of the city’s business. 


MR. JOHN H. M’CLUNEY, 
cashier of the State Bank, thought the increase 
was due to the large investment in St. Louis 
property and to the growth of the city’s busi- 
ness. The increases shown in the table, 
since the ist of July, he said, are due prin- 
cipally to the condition of the wheat and cot- 
ton business.

LonpDon, July 18.—After holding the inquest 
on the body of the latest yictim ofthe White- 
chapel fiend the police appear to be as hope- 
lessly in the dark as ever and to have as little 
prospect of catching the criminal as when the 
first of the murdered women was found bleed - 
ing in the street. This time the woman’s 
body was scarcely cold before discovered. 
The warm blood was flawing from the gashes 
in her body. A policeman was stalking about 
within fifty yards ofthespot. Lights were 
moying in the windows ofthe adjacent tene- 


ment houses, but the murderer 
did his work s0 swiftiy and silent 
ly that no one heard the victim’s 


cry. He was alloved to escape and will ro- 
main unmolested till hé gets ready to eommit 
another butchery. Thus far Chief Comwmis- 
signer Munroe’s tactics have been practically 
the same as those of Sir Charles Warren. He 
has fllled the Whitechapel district with police, 
who, geting under special orders, kept the 
newspapers in the dark as much as possible. 
Asin the case of the previous murders, sus- 
pected men were dragged into police stations 
all day long yesterday simply because they 
wore ragsor had no home, and were imme- 
diately let go again. Scume of them were 30 
ignorant that they did not know 
that there had been a murder. One effect of

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BAD FOR TEXAS REPUBLICANS. 


The Appointment of J. C. De Gress as Col- 
lector at El Paso. 


The appointment of J. O. De Gress as Col- 
lector of Customs for the Paso Del Norte 
District, or El Paso Digtrict, as it ig better 
known, will killthe Republican party in that 
section of Texas, remarked Mr. Juan 8. 
Hart, editor and proprietor of the El Paso 
Times, who ig at present in St. Louis. 
De Gress, as the dispatches state, is are- 
tired army captain, drawing a pension of 
$2,500 a year, and is chuirman of the State 
Republican Committee. The district to which 
he is appointed is the lurgest in the country, 
takingin not only the southern sections of 
Texas, but also extending throagh Southern 
New Mexico and Arizona. El Paso has been 
impreving very rapidiy and has five trunk 
lines, the shortest of which runs to the City of 
Mexico and is 1,250 miles long. Manyof the 
merchants there are Republicans, and the 
party bas been very strong at El Paso. Party 
lines were never drawn at local elec- 
tions there until after Harrison’s 
election when the Republicans drew the lines 
and commenced to spend money freely tor 
the sake of securing the Federal patronage of 
the district for El Paso, instead of having 
men appointed from elsewhere, as has been 
the invariable custom of the Republican 
party On April they elected their Mayor 

y 4 majority, but they had imported Mexi- 
cans from across the river to vote. The City 
Couneil investigated the election and threw 
out 126 Republican votes as fraudulentand de- 
clared the election void, Aseoond election was 
held on June 28, and the Democrats carried 
it, but only by a majority of ütteen votes. In 
these two elegtions thejRepublicans spent over 
$10,000, and N did it all for the purpose of 
securing for El Paso men the appolatinente to 
Federal offices in the district. t was goner- 
ally supposed that Harrison would appoint an 
KI Paso man Collector of Customs, add atone 
time J. C. DeGress withdrew pie application. 
Aside from all outside candidates there were 
thirty-four citizens of Bi Paso seeking the 
appointment. Among them were Robert 
McKee, a cousin of President Harrison“ 
son-in-law and Richard T. Blow, a son of the 
late Peter Blow of st. Louls, and it was the 
general belief that one of these two would 
Seoure the appointment. ‘T 58 President. 
however, has appointed Mr. DeGreas, who is 
resident of Austin, Tex. That is as neara 
point as we have ever secured a Collector of 
Customs from under aur Republican admin- 
istration. Mr. Saylor, a former Mayor of 
Austin, once before filled thaoftice, but gen- 
erally the Collector comes from Wisconsin, 
Indiana or some place outside of Texas. 
Mr. whom DeGress succeeds, 
Paso man, but he was 
appointed by Cleveland. There is no ques- 
tion but what the President iy going outside 
of tne district for a man for the office will 
break up the Republican party down there, 
and alithe work done and money spent by 
them wiil go for naught. The office is a very 
important one and among other duties the 
collector has to decide whether the m ail- 
vor and lead ores brought in from Mexico 
contain enough lead to make them dutiabie. 
This is a matter involving an immense amount 
of money.

SCHOOL IMPROVEMENTS. 


The Extent of the Additiens to Be Made to 
the School Houses This Year. 


The Building Committee of the School Board 


will meet to-morrow evening for the purpose 
of opening bids for building new school- 
houses and additions. A number of contract- 
ors have been busily engaged for the past 


several days in investigating the plans in 
Architect Singleton’s office, with a view of 
making out their bids. The School Board 
Will hold an adjourned meeting Tuesday 
evening for the especial purpose of consider- 
ing the recommendations of the Building 
Committee in regard to the bids subn.itted, 
and of the Ways and Means Committee as to 
appropriations for the work decided upon. 

he Meramec School is to have a four-room 
addition. This addition will be built of brick 
and will be entirely separate and distinct 
from the main school building, although 
erected on the same lot. The addition to be 
made to the Spring Avenue School-house will 
be another story to the present building. The 
addition will give four extra rooms. Another 
story will also be added to School No. 1. No. 
2, located on Tyler avenue and 
Twelfth street, will have an addition 
of six rooms, which will be distinct from 
the present school building. The old church 
which was converted into two rocms for the 
use of the Carr-Lane School, will be torn 
down and a new two-room addition con- 
structed in its stead. The Evans Avenue 
School will be an addition to the sohools of the 
city. It will be built on four lots reserved by 
the School Board property. These lots are 
located on thecorner of Evans avenue and 
Whittier street, and the site is an excellent one 
for the purpose for which itisintended. The 
new school-house will bea substantial six- 
room brick structure. An entirely new 
school-house, consisting of two large rooms, 
will also be erected in Cheltenham. The site 
forthe new school-bouse has not yet been 
selected, but the board has three lots under 
consideration. The cost of these improve- 
ments will not be known until the bids for the 
work are opened bythe Building Committee 
to-morrow evening.

| Binetoen chiets of the Chippewa Tribe on Bad 
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cisco—The Stoek Sells Lower Than Fver- 
Before—The Directors Still Confident— 
Criticisms of Superintendent Smith—Gen- 
eral Notes. 


There was great excitement on Third strees 
this morning, the cause being the sudden and 
unexpected decline in Frisco. For some 
time this stock has beencn the down grade, 
butthe steps by which it has fallen have 
generally been gradual. This morning, how- 
ever, the stock took a regular header, 
and very nearly reached the bottom. 
Yesterday’s cur closed at 23% dia, 
and the call to-day opened at this figure asked. 
No sales were made, and the bidding opened 
at 20. The trouble commenced with a sale ot 
500 shares at this figure by Brentano; 20 was 
immediately bid for 500 more in addition, and 
Brentano again madea sale; 1,000 more sold 
at the same figure, and the stock was freely 
offered with no takers. 

Bidding then dropped to 18%, and after a 
few moments this price was offered for 1,000 
shares. Sold, shouted Brentano, who had 
obtained recognition as the leading bear of 
the market; ‘‘18% for 500 more. was the 
shout. Sold, again came from Brentano. 
This second sale was greeted with a shout, as 
it became evident that a large amount of stock 
was for sale at whatever it would bring, and 
a sharp fall or a fierce combat between the 


bulls and bears was anticipated. One thousand 
shares more sold at 18%, the supply being ap- 
parently inexhaustibie and afterall bids had 
ceased the stock was offered at this figure. 
After a short pause, 16% was bid and at once 
sold, 600 shares changing hands at this figure; 
500 shares brought 15, and there was a cessa- 
tion. of hostilities after the stock 
had been driven 65 cents lower than 
at any previous time in the chequered history 
of the Frisco. 

Nothing further was done until just before 
the close of trading, when the believers in the 
atock gathered confidence and offered leu. 
These bids, as long as they were made for 100. 
share lots, passed unnoticea, but when 500 
shares were wanted at this ficure Brentano ac- 
cepted the terms. A considerable amount of 
stock wag wanted at this price, but after 2,000 
shares had been sold, bidders weukened, and 
the market closed at 15 bid, 16% asked. 

This remarkable decline was the absorbing 
subject of conversation, and a number of 
theories were advanced. A call was made 
upon Vice-President Phil M. Saunders, who 
placed the mine in this city, and who is one of 
the largest stockholders. ‘‘I cannot imagine 
what the cause of the decline 16, said Mr. 
Saunders. ‘‘Our reports are excellent, and the 
mine is in better condition than it ever was. 
We are raising more than enough ore to pay 
expenses, and will not have to incur any fur- 
ther debt.’’ 

It is reported thatthe creditors are about 
to press for payment. Is this true?“ 

Most emphatically itis not. The creditors 
are five in number: L. M. Kennett, J. G. Plant, 
J. B. McCullagh, Sid K. Francis and myself. 
We are all large stockholders, the amount of 
our holdings being about equal, and there 
will be no dimeul Whatever in 
obtaining any extension of the indebtedness 
that{may be required. You can also say that 
none of us are selling any stock. Where the 
stock now on the market comes from is a mys. 
teryto me. There were about 6,200 shares 
loose, but these would scarcely be sufficient to 
account for all that has been recently sold. 
But none of it comes from insiders, of that 

am sure. Our trausfer books show 
no record of the recent sales and I do not 
know where stock ison the market. As to 
8 Smith, we all have perfect confidence 
u him. 

The talk on the street was tothe effect that 
large selling orders had been given by insiders 
but no confirmation could be obtained of this 
statementand the general impression was 
that it was not true. That man Smith 
is the cause of all the trouble, said a wel!- 
known broker. ‘‘He has, to use his own 
words, ‘gotten onto it with both feet’ afew 
times too often. Glaring reports, without any 
facts to back them, will hurt any mine. Smith 
made a great gold strike, and nothing much 
ever came of it. He got onto it with both 
feet in the 550-foot level, and the result 
has been that the  stopes in the 
400-foot level are the only ones Being 
worked for ore now. Many of us 
waited patiently for returns from the ore 
upon which his extremities were rest- 
ing, but apparently he has never seen fit to 
elevate his hoofs and the great orebody is 
lost tothe world. Under these circumstances 
it cannot occasion surprise that the stoek 
goes down.“ 

Messrs. Kennett and Plant are undisturbéd 
py the condition of the market and are as con- 
fident as ever of the outcome of the property. 
No attempt, it is said, is being made by the 
directors to sustain the market.

A BIG SUIT DECIDED. 


L. C. Garrett Gets Judgment Against Kan- 
sas City Coal Ca, 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcn. 

KANSAS CITY., Mo., July 18.—Judge Gibson 
rendered his decision this morning in the big 
Garrett Land & Mining Stock suit in favor of 
Garrett. Garrett sued for the payment of 
$364 ,600 uf the capital stock of the Kansas City 
Coal & Mining Co. In an answer recently 
filed to Garrett’s suit, Judge Gibson said 
that the defendants, Wilson, Smith, Perry and 


others had reorganized the Kansas City Coal & 
Mining Co. in a manner which unfalrly shut 
out Garrett. He cited authority to the effect 
that if parties about to organize a company 
make a prelim inery contract they must take 
the liabilities us well as benefits. The com 

pany had taken the benefit of Garrett’s work 
in the way of securing options. He said that 
Garrett had done this in good faith; that it 
was evident the other persons interested in the 
matter had allowed options to expire and had 
reorganized simply in order to freeze out the 
plaintiff. The ground on which L. C. Garrett 
brought his suit was that be was one of the 
original members of the company, that a con- 
tract was entered into by which be was to re- 
ceive the amount of stock sued for, that he 
was frozen out by the other parties interested 
in the purchase of certain coal lands in Mor- 
gan County by their organization as the Kansas 
City Coal & Mining Co., and the distribution 
of the stock among themselves.
